Nor’-Wester: Archbishop-elect Langev- 
in was interviewed this morning in the 
parlors of St. Mary’s presbytery in con- 
nection with the decision of the Privy 
Council upon the Manitoba school case. He 
did not seem to be atall surprised at the 
outcome, in fact he said that all Catholics 
expected it. ‘‘What do you expect will be 
the result of this,” said a reporter to the 
rev. gentleman. ‘‘I cannot tell you any 
more than that we Catholics will continue 
to demand redress of our grievances, until 
redress be given. On Feb. 15, a petition 
will be laid before the governor-general-in- 
council. That petition will be signed by 
every Catholic of the Dominion. This 
question is no longer contined to Manitoba; 
it now is of interest to the Catholics of the 
entire Dominion, and regardless of party we 
Catholics will be aunit. The heirarchy of 
Canada is one on the point. To-day the 
school question is more alive than ever. 
We feel that our rights will be restored.” 

Morden Herald: The last ten years the 

country has prospered very little, but in 
that time the capitalists have become rich- 
er and richer, the farmer has become poorer. 
The man who toils hard has had the satis- 
saction of seeing the country grow some- 
what richer, but he hasn’t got a dollar o 
it himself. All we ask for the people of 
Lisgar is that they be allowed to buy in the 
cheapest market and to sell in the dearest.
